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IT’S PRIMROSE TIME 


Primroses are fast becoming recognized as one of the 
loveliest perennials, and here in the Northwest where the 
climatic conditions are ideal, a proper selection of types 
makes it possible to have primroses blooming most of the 
year. They have also been growing in popularity by leaps 
and bounds in the midwest and eastern states as more and 
more flower lovers have discovered that it is not at all 
difficult to be a successful grower of the hardy primulas 
such as are listed here. 


We are frequently asked the difference between Acaulis 
and Polyanthus type of primulas. The Acaulis type bears 
each single flower on a separate stem, while the Poly- 
anthus bears its flowers in large clusters of florets on 
stems from six to twelve inches high. The blue primroses 
listed are of the Acaulis types as are also the double 
primulas, Lilacea and Bridesmaid. The doubles do not 
set seed so must be propagated by root division. All 
these Acaulis are the first to bloom in the spring, although 
that does not mean they, limit themselves to that time 
alone! If given plenty of/ water through the hot season, 
they reward their owners with many more blooms in the 
late summer and early fall. In fact, this year we have 
had blue primroses heaton all the year ’round. 


The Polyanthus group ‘which bursts forth in a galaxy 
of color just a little later than the Acaulis, is one of the 
most popular for home gardeners. There is no limit to 
the variety of shades and color combinations and they 
are profuse bloomers. Our plants are grown from seed 
of colossal strain and bear huge florets on strong stems 
from eight to twelve inches tall. Here at the Gardens 
during the blooming period of the Polyanthus we hurry 
out each morning in anticipation of finding new and un- 
usual beauties—and are seldom disappointed. 


The Auriculas, so much loved in England, are becoming 
more popular in this country as rock garden plants. They 
follow the Polyanthus in blooming time and are a fine 
addition to your ‘hardy garden perennials. Their smooth 
green foliage is beautiful the year round, and their soft 
velvety colors are a delight. Another of their endearing 
qualities is a delicate fragrance. Auriculas are natives 
of the Alps and adhere to their original preference for 
a rocky soil in which they get proper drainage. When 


planting them remember to add some fine gravel or 
crushed rock to the soil and allow a thin layer on top also. 

The hardy Asiatics are the next to bloom in the Gardens, 
and they present so different an appearance from the 
more commonly known primrose, that many visitors ask 
what kind of flowers they are. The candelabra type, such 
as the P. Pulverulenta, carries flower stalks from two to 
three feet high, with successive tiers of flowers in whorls 
all the way up the stem. In a massed planting they make 
a gorgeous display. They demand more shade and water 
than other types and respond to a rich soil. These later 
blooming primulas follow the Auriculas and prolong the 
primrose season well into June. We had a beautiful 
showing of P. Bulleyana last summer in mid-June. The 
foliage of these Asiatics disappears in winter. 


CULTURE 


Three things of importance in the culture of primroses 
are good drainage, partial shade and plenty of water. 
The soil should be deeply dug and enriched with barn- 
yard manure, bone meal, or a balanced commercial ferti- 
lizer. Acaulis and Polyanthus should be divided every 
two years. The primulas listed are all hardy and need 
only the same protection given other hardy perennials 
in the event of extreme weather. 


PRIMROSES 


ACAULIS 


Beautiful Blues that bear dozens of blossoms among 
lush dark green foliage. They bloom in December when 
winters are mild—they bloom in February—and all spring 
—and if kept watered well through hot summer, will 
bloom in late August.

Their delicate lilac blossoms 
rise from a trim round plant whose leaves are beautifully 
silvered underneath. The foliage disappears in winter.

HARDY ASIATICS 


Candelabra Type 


P. Japonica—Native of Korea. Very hardy. Likes 
shade and much moisture. Mixed colors in shades of 
pink, through rose to rosy red. 


P. Pulverulenta (Bartley Strain). Beautiful shades of 
pink, coral, rose. tall stately stems silver powdered. Stems 
often 30 inches tall with whorl after whorl of flowers 
circling them. 


P. Pulverulenta (True Specie). A rosy-red_ shade. 
Stems silver powdered. Shade and much moisture de- 
sirable. 


P. Sieboldii—An Asiatic requiring moderate shade and 
water. Resembles polyanthus with cut or fringed blossoms 
on 10-12 inch stems. Lovely shades of pink, orchid and 
white. 


P. Florindae—A Tibetan Cowslip bearing yellow bells, 
sulphur-mealed. Has a lovely fragrance. Must have a 
cool location and plenty of water. 


P. Bulleyana—A Jate-comer, blossoms in May or June. 
Beautiful bronze, orange and copper tones. A candelabra 
type with silvered stems; needs much shade and water. 


All the above Asiatics lose their foliage in the winter. 

These are all fine large plants, with a remarkably large 
root growth.

AURICULAS 


About the time when the colorful Polyanthus beds have 
passed their prime, a new interest arises in another sec- 
tion where the Auriculas are displayed. Growing in 
rosettes of smooth, thick leaves, often silver-powdered, 
the velvety blossoms rise on stems similar to Polyanthus. 
Their coloring is in endless variety and one of their unusual 
charms is a delightful fragrance, nostalgic of old-fashioned, 
dew-scented gardens. 

Auriculas do best in limey and well-drained soil. They 
make excellent rockery plants as their rosette of foliage 
remains attractive throughout the year. Our very large 
collection of choice colors enables us to offer a special 
collection of 12 assorted plants at — $3.50 postpaid.
